He maintained his speed for sev- 
eral blocks, apparently paying no attention

The policemam had followed, but Ferneckes 
had run away. Later he surrendered himself 
at the East Chicago avenue police station, 
where he told Lieut. Dammann that he had 
sounded the horn and shouted at the boy, who 
did not seem to hear. Ferneckes shed tears 
when he heard that the youth was seriously 
injured, said he would pay for the best doc-

Paving Ruined by Trenches. 

In spite of their acquaintance witb general 
city conditions, the travelers were amazed 
at the ruin of long stretches of paving by the 
pipe layers. Thousands of holes were 
found, in some cases scores on two or three 
blocka, where there had been but the fim- 
siest attempt to repair the paving torn up to 
permit the laying or repairing of pipes. Along 
dozens of blocks there extended trenches 
that were not only an eyesore but so deep 
because of the sunken or half filled surface 
that they were dangerous to vehicles and 
pedestrians.

This paving is only a year old,” or That 
paving has been down only three years,” 
were typical comments in the running ex- 
planation by Supt. Fowler. 

The tangible net result of these discoveries 
will be the issuance of an order today by 
Supt. Fowler, calling upon all ward super- 
intendents to supply, as soon as possible, a 
complete list of the places where the pave- 
ment is cut and sunken or contains holes. 
From this comprehensive data the mayor's 
intention is to prepare a demand upon the 
gas company, or any one else responsible. 
for a thorough repair of the damage in ac- 
cordance with the promise—made whenever 
any pavement is cut by special permit from 
the city—to put the paving in as good a con- 
dition as it was before being dug up.

Washington, D. C., March 18 —I[ Special. 1 
The plan of the Republican congressional 
committee to use Theodore Roosevelt in their 
attempt to break the back of the Republican 
insurgency in the middbe west has reached 
a more definite stage, according to informa- 
tion obtained here today.

Washington, D. C., March 18.—Representa- 
tive Gilbert M. Hitchcock, Democrat, of the 
Second Nebraska district, announced him- 
self tonight as a candidate for the United 
States senate to succeed Senator Elmer J.

SENTENCED FOR KILLING BOY 


Violinist Gets 14 Years; Strange 
Criminal Case Recalled. 


WALTER NOBEL THE VICTIM. 


Man and Lad in Death Pact Which 
Former Failed to Carry Out. 


“He unbuttoned his own sweater and his 
vest and shirt and showed me the place 
where his heart was. Then he helped me un- 
button mine and he went to sleep with his 
hand on his heart. I lay still a long time and 
then I took my knifeinmy hand. I measured 
just where his heart would be and put the 
knife just soft there so he wouldn’t wake 
up. Then I pushed hard. I pulled it out 
quick and struck at my own heart twice. 
The hot blood fell on his face and he sat up 
and threw his arms around my neck. 

% Farewell, Henry,“ he cried, and kissed 
me twice, and then I didn’t know any more. 
I just saw him lying there smiling.“ 

This story of the slaying of Walter Nobel, 
a 12 year old boy, in the woods of the Fort 
Sheridan military reservation, was told by 
Henry Rudolph Amann, a crippled German 
violinist, 43 years old, as he lay strapped to 
a cot in the post hospital on May 16, 1908. 
with two knife wounds over his heart. 


Sentenced to Prison Term. 

Last Saturday night at Waukegan a jury 
adjudged Amann guilty of killing the Knobel 
boy and sentenced him to serve fourteen 
years in the state prison. 

Ammann's conviction was the end of as 
strange a criminal case as ever engaged 
public attention, Though the man and the 
boy bore no bleod relation to each other, 
they loved as father and son, and at the last, 
when the despairing musician, penniless and 
without hope, determined to end his life, the 
boy pleaded that he should be killed first and 
bared his breast for the stroke. 

Amann had the use of only one hand, and 
with this he held the knife, a weapon with 
a three inch blade, which he sunk into the 
boy's heart after the latter had fallen asleep 
in the woods. 

The father of the Knobel boy died in 1899, 
and Amann, who had known the elder Kno- 
bel in Kirchhofen, Germany, took up his 
residence in Chicago with Mrs. Knobel and 
her three children. Amann proposed mar- 
riage to Mrs. Knobel and was refused. Then 
he lured little Walter from home and took 
him to San Francisco. While he and the 
boy were there he wrote to Mrs. Knobel, de- 
manding that she marry him and send him 
$125 for transportation back to Chicago. He 
threatened that she would never see the boy 
again. Mrs. Knobel sent the money and the 
wanderers returned. 


Quarreled with the Woman. 

After that Amann quarreled again with 
Mrs. Knobel, and he and the boy left the 
Knobel house and went to live in another 
portion of the city. Amann fell heavily into 
debt, and when he could see no way out of 
his difficulties he told the lad he was going 
to kill himself. Walter said he would not be 
parted from his father,“ as he called 
Amann, and asked that he might also die. 

Then the boy was slain, as told by Amann 
after a trooper had found him stumbimg 
along a military road. The wounded man di- 
rected the soldiers where the body could be 
found. Following the directions, the soldiers 
came upon the body. It lay under a tree, the 
head pillowed on the boy’s own coat. On his 
wounded breast was a bunch of wild flowers.

State's Attorney Charles W. Hadley of Du 
Page county said evening that he prob- 
ably would cause the body of John Spicer, 
who died suddenly in Naperville, III., on 
Jan. 28, to be exhumed the latter part of ‘this 
week.

Miss Sobieskie’s claim to the distinction of 
having royal blood in her veins is that she is 
a descendant of Jahn Sobieski, known as 
John III., the last independent king of Poland, 
whe ruled from 1674 to 1696. 


Girl Only 21 Years Old. 


The young women is only 21 years old. 
Three weeks ago she met Hoeninghause in 
East St. Louis. Hoeninghause, she said, 
told her he wanted her to go to Chicago with 
him, and she was unable to resist him. 

They roomed at 631 Dearborn avenue for a 
time and then went to the Wellington hotel, 
according to Lieut. Benjamin H. Reed, who 
caused their arrest. 

Hoeninghause is 84 years old and has 
toured many parts of the world, including all 
of the principal cities of the United States. 
He says he is the son of Frederick Hoening- 
hause. a merchant of New York who is said 
to be worth a million dollars and who is now 
traveling in Europe. Hoeninghause is ac- 
cused of having swindled several downtown 
business houses by means of worthless 
checks. 

The arrest of Hoeninghause was made by 
Detectives Sullivan and Malloy of the Cen- 
tra] detail after they had learned of the 
attempt of Miss Sobieskie to pass a bad 
check in F. M. Atwood's clothing store, 
Madison and Clark streets. Miss Soblieskie 
was arrested when she presented a check 
in payment for some purchases. 


Assists in Capture of Man. 

Complaints bad been made to Lieut. Reed 
before. Miss Sobieskie’ consented to accom- 
pany the detectives to the hotel and assist in 
the capture of her sweetheart, 

When Hoeninghause “was taken to the 
bureau of identification a record of him wes 
found which showed that he was a former 
convict, according to the detectives. Hethen 
admitted his guilt, according to the police. 

He said he was employed as an agent for 
the International Correspondence school of 
Scranton, Pa., and that he also worked for 
the New York Life Insurance company. 
When he was without money, he said, he took 
to passing worthless checks. He used ficti- 
tious names on these and gave them to his 
companion to cash.

Jones to prosecute Moxley and other manu- 
facturers came after be had consulted Mr. 
Hoffheimer and other attorneys about the 
law. 

Preparations are also being made by Ageist- 
ant States Attorney Hoffheimer to test the 
legality of natural color for oleo- 
margarine. The “natural” color is ob- 
tained by mixing highly colored June butter 
with oleo. It has been the claim of manu- 
facturers that the natural color of butter | 
cannot be called an artificial color when it lt 
added to oleomargarine. 

Buy Highly Colored Butter. 

It bas been the custom of the manufac- 
turers for years to buy up all the highly cal- 
ored butter during the summer months to 
mix with their product,” said . Hoff- 
| heimer. “ By doing this they have escaped 
presecution under the laws.’ 

Another method known to the mahufac- 
turers is gaid to be practiced by the packing 
companies that make dleomargarine It is 
the selection of fats from grass fed cattle 
which bas a yellowish color to be used in 
meking oleomargarine. By careful cooking 
this color is retained and artificial color is 
unnecessary.

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‘TESTS TAFT PLAN 


Victory Will Mean That Fight 
on Other Combines Will 
Be Pressed. 


SURE NATION WILL WIN. 


Circuit Court Decision Closely 
Follows Program of the 
President. 


(BY A 8TAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Washington, D. C., March 13.—[Special.]— 
One of the greatest legal battles of recent 
years, from the standpoint of future benefit 
to be derived by the public, will open in 
the Supreme court tomorrow, when the 
Standard Oi! company begins its appeal from 
the decision of the Circuit court for the 
eastern district of Missouri. 

It not only is a fight for the corporate 
existence of the great Rockefeller organiza- 
tion, but behind the government’s attorneys 
thére is the whole policy of the Taft admin- 
istration in dealing with the big industrial 
trusts. Success for the government will 
pave the way for a campaign against the 
“bad "’ trusts which President Taft has said 
must be carried out. 

Until the Standard Qj) case is decided the 
activities of the Taft administration will be 
practically undeclared. If the government 
wins, there may be expected a series of suits 
against the industrial combinations whicn 
will bring into the courts some of the most 
notorious offenders and threaten the exist- 
ence of all of the monopolies which operate 
to the detriment of the public. 


Circuit Court Lays Down Law. 

In its decision at St. Louis the Circuit court, 
consisting of Judges Sanborn, Vandeventer, 
Hook, andi Adams, made as clear a distinc- 
tion between good and bad trusts as 
possible under the present anti-trust law. 

The test of the legality of a combina- 
tion,”’ said the court, “is its necessary ef- 
fect upon competition in commerce. If its 
necessary effect is to only incidentally or 
indirectly restrict that competition, while 
its chief result is to foster trade and increase 
the business, it does not violate the law. But 
if its necessary effect is to stifie or directly 
and substantially restrict free competition, it 
is illegal within the meaning of that stat- 
ute.“ 0 

The government has lost none of the force 
of this argument in presenting its case to 
the Supreme court. An array of facts to 
show the stifling of competition, the monop- 
OlHzing of the entire petroleum traffic, the 
mulcting of people by high prices and inordi- 
nate profits, and the abuse of power secured 
by combination will be presented. 

The Standard Oil company is so much more 
fiagrant a violator of the law than the Amer- 
fean Tobacco company or any other of the 
industrial combinations that the court’s

The government has by no means taken 
fits eye off the trusts. On the other hand, 
it has been watching several notorious of- 
fenders with the greatest of care, securing 
additional information as to their actions, , 
following their dealings within the last year, 
and gathering a mass of information which 

be reedy for the prosecutions against 
them. 

These prosecutions wilb be influenced large- 
ly by the Standard Oil decision. It the law 
laid down by the Circuit court is affirmed 
by the Supreme court, it will become a 
question of determining whether the trusts 
have used their power to public detriment, 
and prosecutions will be undertaken as soon 
as the department of justice can set the ma- 
chinery in motion. 

President Taft already hes given an inti- 
mation of this. In his message in which he 
urged a federal. incorporation law, th 
ident said: * 

“The government is trying to dissolve 
some of these combinations and it is not 
the intention to desist in the effort to end 
those combinations.” 


Department of Justice Plans. 

As to ti activities of the department of 
Justice he added: 

It is the duty and purpose of the execu- 
tive to direct an investigation by the depart- 

ment of justice, through grand jury or other- 

Wise, into the history, organization. and pur- 
poses of ali the industrial companies with 
respect to which there is any reasonable 
ground for suspicion that they have been or- 
ganized for a purpose and are conducting 
business on a plan which is in violation of 
the anti-trust law. The work isa heavy one, 
but it is not beyond the power of the depart- 
ment of justice if sufficient funds are fur- 
ulshed to carry on the investigations.”’ 

Fact which have developed recently, in- 
cluding the federal activity in connection 
with the beef trust at Chicago, show that the 
government is ready to make an onslaught on 
several big trusts, the identity of which wil} 
be a surprise when disclosed. 

The suit against the Standard Ou company 
is to dissolve the organization that was ef- 
fected by the Rockefeller interests in 1889.

To Forbid Corporations from 
Hampering State Through 
Federal Actions. 


SENATOR BURKETT’S BILL 


Proposal in Congress Result of 
Nebraska’s Fight to Collect 
Rail Taxes. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 
Washington. D. C., March 13,—[(Special.}— 
Corporations will be unable in the future to 
interfere with the enforcement of state laws 
through actions brought in federal courts if 
a bill introduced im. congress by Senator 
Burkett of Nebraska becomes a law. 

This proposed legislation would make it 
impossible for federal courts to restrain. the 
enforcement of state 2 cent fare laws apply- 
ing to railroads, to prevent collections ot 
taxes assessed against corporations by 
states, or to interrupt in any way the per- 
formance of duty by state officers. 

The Burkett bill is an amendment to the 
judiciary act proyiding that no Circuit court 
of the United States nor any judge thereof 
shall have jurisdiction to restrain or enjoin 
any officer of a state or any administrative 
board thereof from instituting in any state 
court any sult or other proceeding to enforce 
any of the state laws. It further provides 
that a federal court shall have no jurisdic- 
tion in any suit instituted by any person 
interested in any corporation as stockholder 
or otherwise to restrain or enjoin such cor- 
poration from obeying the statutes of the 
state in which it is doing business. 


Railroads Prefer Federal Courts. 
Railroads and other big corporations re- 
peatedly have shown a preference for federal 
to state courts in legal proceedings. When 
a state passes a law repugnant to a cor- 
poration it rushes into the federal courts with 
a petition for an injunction restraining the 
state officers from enforcing the law. Not 
infrequently corporations thus are able prac- 
tically to nullify laws for long periods while 
the case drags through the federal courts 
The ordinary taxpayer who objects to the 
law must sue for redress in the state courts. 
There have been frequent Nlustrations of 
this interference with the enforcement of 
state laws since the passage of 2 cent rail- 
road fare laws by a number of states Fed- 
eral courts enjoined the enforcement of the 
law in Illinois, Missouri, Minneseta, and half 
a dozen other states, and in many states the 
cases still are pending decision while the 
roads are permitted to charge the 3 cent rate. 
There was a conflict between state and fed- 
eral courts in North Carolina over the 2 
cent nate and another in Alabama. In IIII 
noils corporations frequently have had re- 
course to the federal courts to hold up state 
tax assessments. 


Result of Fight with Railroads. 
Burketts’ move to abolish these evils was 
the result of Nebraska’s experience with the 
railroads in attempting to enforce a new 
revenue law. The railroads obtained from the 
federal courts injunctions restraining the 
state officers from collecting taxes. This 
action held from the treasury over $1,000.000 
that the railroads should have paid, until 
finally the United States Supreme court de- 
cided the railroads must pay the taxes. The 
senator takes the position that the railroads 
should have combated the law in the state 
courts. 

The question involved is whether the federal 
courts shall have jurisdiction in such cases. 
There are those who believe the eleventh 
amendment to the constitution, which pro- 
vides that the judicial power of the United 
States shall not be construed to extend to any 
suit in law or equity commenced or prose- 
cuted against one of the United States by the 
citizens of another state, etc., includes in its 
prohibitions a suit against a state officer. 
But the Supreme court has decided other- 
wise. One of the earliest decisions is the 
case of Cranch vs. Georgia, wherein the Su- 
preme court held that a citizen of one state 
could sue another state under the constitu- 
tion. But the principle was so unpopular 
that the eleventh amendment was adopted, 
and this suit and other similar ones were 
swept at once from the records of the court. 


Controversy of Many e 
It was contended even before the eleventh 
amendment was adopted that federal courts 
did not have jurisdiction in a case against 
a state, but the court held otherwise in Feb- 
ruary, 1794. On March ö of the same year 
the eleventh amendment was introduced, and 
on Jan. 8, 1798, the president declared to con- 
gress that it had been ratified. 

From that day to this there has been 
more or less controversy as to whether an 
action against a state officer is in fact an 
action against the state. Judges of the fed- 
eral courts themselves have not alwaye 
agreed in this matter. If Burkett's bill be- 
comes a law it will settle the question for all 
time. 

The bill is slated for an early hearing in 
the senate judiciary committee. 


FATHER’S SACRIFICE IN VAIN.

Washington, D. C., March 13.—Although his 
father, Lewis Hopkins, hurried here on a spe- 
cial train from Baltimore and submitted to 
an operation for the transfusion of his blood 
into the veins of his son, near death with 
meningitis, Francis Hopkins, 7 years old, 
died today. 

The boy had lain in Providence hospital 
seven weeks, and after submitting to two 
operations the physicians decided that a 
third with the transfusion of blood probably 
would save his Mfe. 

After the operation the boy rallied, but 
death resulted from exhaustion following his 
jong iliness. The child was a grandnephew 
of Johns Hopkins, founder of the Johns Hop- 
| kins university.

Only a few persons care just where the 
Humphrey ship subsidy bill is now. Well 
informed members expect it will stay there. 
The fact is that the bill is in such a situa- 
tion that Congressman Greene, chairman 
of the committee, or Congressman Hum- 
phrey, author of the measure, could call it 
up almost any day. That has been its parlia- 
mentary status a long time. 


Change of Program Shown. 

The difficulty into which the ship subsidy 
men have fallen is shown well by a change 
in program. Early in the session it was de- 
termined that the house should have first 
whack at the subsidy. It was hoped that 
sufficient sentiment had been aroused for 
the subsidy by the methods of the Merchant 
Marine league, and that a majority could be 
mustered for the bill. To the ship subsidy 
men it seemed desirable that the house should 
first take action, for the house has always 
blocked subsidy legislation after its passage 
by the senate. 

Favorable action by the house, it was be- 
lieved, would set the subsidy strongly before 
the country. Consequently the senate, which 
has always taken the lead, held off. Senator 
Gallinger, long time friend of the subsidy, 
refrained from securing a report on his bill. 
He was waiting for the house to act first. He 
waited long and finally, in despair, hed the 
senate committee go through the same old 
program of giving him a report. 

In the course of time the senate will prob- 
ably give a favorable vote upon the Gallinger 
bill, but that measure pleases hardly any 
ship subsidy men in the house, to say nothing 
of the men who are against the subsidy on 
general principles.

BERLIN, March 18.—The Socialists held a 
franchise reform protest meeting in the Pal- 
ace theater today. fter leaving the theater, 
which is separated from the imperial castle 
only by the river Spree, they tried to reach 
the castle and make a demonstration.

THINKS ALASKA 15 NEGLECTED 


Bishop Rowe Says Laws Do Not 
Protect Natural Resources. 


GIVES TIP TO GOVERNMENT, 


Asserts Sale of Coal and Copper Lands 
Wrongs People, 


“The Alaskan ‘ grabs’ are due entirely to 
poor legislation,“ said the Rt. Rev. Peter 
Trimble Rowe, Episcopal bishop of Alaska, 
yesterday. The great natural resources of 
the northern territory are the rightful prop- 
erty of American citizens, and I hope that 
hereafter the federal government will be wise 
and alert enough to prevent their falling into 
the hands of any corporation.” 

Bishop Rowe is spending the week in Chi- 
cago as the guest of the Rev. Williem 0. 
Waters, rector of Grace church. Thia is bis 
first visit to the states in five years. + 

Barter for Mere Song. 

“The sale to the Guggenheim interests of 
land rich in coal and copper, with den great 
poesibilities for agriculture; at $10 an acre, 
was a barter for a mere song., he Said. “I 
do not say the transfer was fraudulent. For 
all I know every step was legal, but the laws 
must be wrong when so great an injustice is 
possible. Those natural resources belonged 
to the whole republic. It is wrong to dispose 
of them at any price, much more at that r- 
diculous price. 

“I favor government ownership of natural 
resources. Privileges for short terms and 
under careful supervision can be let at suf- 
ficiently liberal terme to attract capital, and 
the country can be developed without being 
exploited. 


Land of Great Resources.

Dominion Shown to Be Discrim- 
inating in Favor of Other 
Nations.

Washington, D. C., March 18.—A general 
misconception in Canada of the provisions of 
the United States, tariff is believed to be re- 
sponsible for the. slight progress thus far 
made in the tariff negotiations between the 
American commissioners and the Canadian 
authorities in their Ottawa conferences. It 
is learned at the state department that pre- 
vious to the Americans’ arrival assertions 
were made that the United States tariff on 
Canadian products was twice as high as the 
Canadian tariff. on products of the United 
States This was shown to be an error. 

The tarif of the United States 
presented cs showing that on 
the imports from into the United 
States for the tf year 1000, the av- 
erage ad valorem rate on dutiable.and free 


imports was only 11.2 per cent, and on duti- 
able imports was 19.4 per cent. | 


Canadian Rate Is Higher. 

On the other hand, it was shown that the 
Canadian average ad valorem rate on free 
and dutiable imports from the United States 
was 12.5 per cent, and on dutiable imports 
was 24.0 per cent. The total duty collected 
by Canada on all imports from the United 
States amounted to $22,600,000. 

It abo was disclosed that the material re- 
ductions made by the Payne-Aldrich law on 
Canadian imports into the United States 
were not understood in Canada. On the 
basis of the fiscal year quoted, the reduction 
amounted to more than $1,000,0000, equivalent 
to a reduction of nearly 10 per cent. A part 
of the year quoted was one of industrial de- 
pression, but on the volume of business which 
is already shown for the present year the 
reduction will prove to be much larger. 

While this was the situation as to Cana- 
dian products imported into the United States, 
it was disclosed that the remission of duties 
which the United States would have received 
in the year noted, if it had enjoyed the benefit 
of the preferential rates given France and 
twelve other countries, would have been ap- 
proximately $800,000. On the basis of this 
year’s trade, the remission, in case it should 
be obtained, wouM amount to «4 larger sum. 


Discriminations Are Cited. 

In Canade the belief was said to be preva- 
lent that the United States enforced many 
prohibitive rates against Canadian products, 
while Canada hed no such discrimination 
against the products of the United States. 
Wool and woolens were cited on behalf of 
Canada. In reply the tariff officers of the 
United States cited steel rails, on which 
Canada lays a prohibitive duty, 

In connection with the reductions extended 
to Canada under the Payne-Aldrich law it 
was pointed out that the United States re- 
duced the duty on coal from 68.cents to 45 
cents a ton. The duty on bituminous coal 
imported into Canada from the United States 
‘le equivalent to 58 cents a long ton. No 
step, therefore, has been taken by the domin- 
ion to reciprocate the action of the United 
States by lowering its coal duty to an equiva- 
lent rate.

New York, March 13.—[Special.]—Five men 
of natlonal prominence in the railroad freight 
business will be arraigned tomorrow in the 
eriminal branch of the United States District 
court to plead to indictments charging them 
With gross violations of the Elkins rebate 
law.

LAST YEAR MOST PROFITABLE 
IN FIELD MUSEUM’S HISTORY. 


Director’s Report Shows Valuable Ma- 
‘terial, Collected in Out of the Way 
Places of the Earth. 


Extension of the scientific operations of the 
Field Museum of Natural History into re- 
mote lands during the last year has brought 
to thé institution the most valuable material 
that has been collected in any year, ac- 
cording to Director Frederick J. V. Skiff’s 
annual report, which has just been issued.

asked, 
Must Return to Elmira. 

Rosenthal not only disclaims all knowledge 

of the Jenkins robbery, but ridicules the 
prospects of Mra. Jenkins and her attorney 
identifying unset diamonds. However, he 
must return to the Elmira penitentiary for 
breaking his parole in leaving the state of 
New York. He served only eighteen months 
of a three year term. 
Rosenthal insists that he came into pos- 
session of the stones honestly, and claims to 
have been a regular dealer in diamonds, and 
that the presence of Harris and Korstak in 
his room was in the pursuit of legitimate 
trade.

The struggle with the revolutionists is too 
much for the police, so the government is 
forced to employ ‘stool pigeons,’ that is, 
agents of the government, who, in order to 
retain their positions in revolutionary organ- 
zations, do everything that the revolution- 
ists themselves do. In this way they are en- 
abled to obtain information that sends thou- 
sands of victims to Siberia.“ : 

Eugene Asneff, for years a leader in differ- 
ent plots of the revolutionsts. and whom 
Bourtseff exposed, was declared to be the 
king of all agents-provocateur.

Tells of Asneff Expose. 

“ When I learned the dual identity of As- 
neff I made a charge to that effect and was 
summoned before the revolutionary tribunal, 
There the hearings showed I was correct, but 
no steps have been taken by the government 
to punish him. 

“The present duma is powerles to change 
the political condition of Russia. It has little 
in common with the parliaments and is abso- 
lutely powerless, having no legislative pow- 
ers. I look. however, on the duma as the 
germ of the free Russian parliament. We 
owe it to the duma that the attention of the 
whole of Russia has been attracted to the 
terrible question of the Russian spying sys- 
tem.“

ONE PERSON IN EVERY TWELVE 
IN ILLINOIS DIES OF CANCER. 


Such Is the Statement Made by Secre- 
tary J. A. Egan of the State Board of 


Health. 


Steady increase in the death rate from 
cancer in Illinois is shown in a report just 
made by Secretary J. A. Egan of the state 
board of health. The statistics show that of 
all persons who live beyond the age of 30, one 
in twelve dies of cancer. 

‘Mortuary statistics are not infallible, 
and in close questions they are likely to lead 
to erroneous conclusions,’ said Dr. Egan's 
statement. But the evidence of constant 
increase in deaths from cancer is so convinc- 
ing as to make misconception impossible. 

“If, as has been stated, the pre-cancer 
stage is the preventable and curable stage, 
some helpful light may come from those who 
are laboring to unravel the secrets of early 
diagnosis. This field so far has not deen 
wholly unfruitful.” 

The army of investigators engaged in can- 
cer research promises results leading to the 
knowledge and cure of cancer, according to 
the statements of Dr. Egan and other sta- 
tisticilans who have been tabulating the re- 
ports of the various laboratories devoted to 
the study of the malady.

I do not 
believe the insurance companies wish to 
allow the guilty ones to escape, but if, by 
any chance, this proves to be true, the at- 
torney general's office and this office are 
pledged to take criminal! action.

The temperamental 
warmth of his Bach air was a trifle too ar- 
dent, the dynamic contrasts with which he 
embellishes -it too obvious and too many by 
far. Yet the beauty of his tone made such 
potent appeal that one cannot be offended. 
The Vivaldi prelude was interpreted with 
greater fidelity to the canons of classic art, 
and the Chopin nocturne in D flat, which Wil- 
helmj transposed to D when he arranged it for 
the violin, defined with equal accuracy the 
interpretative standards of the romantic 
school. 

The Schubert “Ave Maria” and the Wieni- 
awski “Souvenir de Moskau” made effective 
close to the program, but the audience, still 
unsatisfied, lingered and demanded more en- 
cores.

Live in Bela, Bulgaria.

ELA, Bulgaria, Dec, 19.—I heard about 

Bela in Sofia. And ever since, all along 

the way, I have deen told that if 1 

wanted to see men who had returned 

| from America I must go to Bela. The 

first man I met when I got off the train this 

morning was the station policeman. He looked 

at my bag and then said, Hello, Mike.” He 

worked for two years on a section gang of the 
Lake Shore railroad at Toledo. 

When I arrived in the mayor’s office I found 
four men writing at a long, rough pine table. 
These four constitute the clerical force of the 
district of Tirnovo. Three of them had worked 
on the railroad at Toledo. This looked promis- 
ing. I found Bela all that I expected, the 
greatest center of American emigration in Bul- 
garia. 

Bela is about half way between the foothills 
of the Balkans and the Danube, sixty miles 
north of Tirnova. Trains in Bulgaria have the 
game bad habit as elsewhere in Europe of start- 
igg at an unearthly hour. It was still dark 
and raw and cold when we.crept down the hill 
in Tirnovo to take the 6 o’clock train. Men 
were already astir, taking down their shutters 
or taking their breakfast in the cafés. The 
function of coffee in Europe is food, not bev- 
erage. A friend joined me the other day at 
the breakfast table and I asked him if he would 
have some coffee, He said, “No, I have had 
my breakfast,” and added that he would take 
n cup of tea. Tea is not a food, but a drink. 


Bulgarians. in South America. 
No sun had appeared when we reached Bela 
and throughout the day a dense, clammy, cold, 
I penetrating fog has swept over the valley. 
About the station no sign of the town is seen,

He replied in Spanish and for twenty min- 
utes regaled me with three years spent in the 
Argentine. He has been home three years and 
returned on account of his family. He says 
there are about one hundred and fifty

t makes a lovely mental picture, but one 


cannot afford much time to such a picture. One 
must select each spot for each foot and draw 
the overshoe on after. And this is a town 
which, in proportion to its population, I am 
told, has had a greater American emigration 
than any in Bulgaria. 

I need not describe the town, It is so much 
like Samovodene that it might be its half 
drother. It possesses one advantage over Sam- 
ovodene. Down its center trickles a little 
stream, making as much mud as a river, but 
with just enough water to drive the wheels of 
three diminutive stone gristmills. Go any- 
where in the town you: will, and you hear the 
creak of one or another of the wheels, but no 
other sound save the barking of a dog, the 
cackling of geese, or the crow of cocks. 

The creak of the little wagons, drawn by 
oxen or black buffalo, now protected from the 
weather by great brown: woolen blankets, is lost 
in the ooze of the mud. The buffalo at best 
is never a beautiful animal; he is a sorry pic- 
ture indeed in the Balkans. The Bulgarian 
drives him harder than the man of Egypt, Java, 
or the Philippines, and he lacks the luxuriant 
vegetation on which to get fat. Even at that, 
he is here worth 340, or $10 less than a good 
ox. In Samovodene they told me he was worth 
more than an ox and that a good one could 
not be had for less than $60. 


Bank Surrounded by Mud. 


The National Agricultural bank has a branch 
here. It is the biggest building in town. But 
the mud is as deep around it as it is in the 
little gourtyard through which one must pass 
to enter the postoffice. I helped bring the mail 
over this morning for this town of over 6,000. 
There was a scant peck, half of it, I suspect, 
from America, In the telegraph office I found a 
smart looking young woman, who accepted my 
message for Sofla in a businesslike way, the 
charge therefor being 20 cents—and there were 
considerably more than ten words. 

The mayor's office is meaner than the post- 
office. I didn’t even see a chromo of the king 
and queen of Bulgaria. But the rough peasant 
mayor and his three American clerks, as well 
as the one who has never had that advantage, 

are frank, straightforward men, ready to an- 
swer all my questions and to tell me all that 
they know about emigfation in general. 

I have not only met everywhere in Bulgaria 
the same naively frank and uniformly courteous 
treatment at the hands of these officials that 
I have had elsewhere, but I have been im- 
pressed with their ability to give a direct an- 
swer to a simple question, something the Mag- 
yar finds it difficult to do. He is so hospitable 
that he must take three ways of answering a 
question. tes 

I asked to see an old house and a new one. 
I found both in the same yard; the old one oc- 
cupied by the father and mother, the new one 
by the son, who had spent two and a half years 
in Toledo. The yard, a large one, is surrounded 
on three sides by an adobe brick fence, with a 
carefully made tile roof. The other side is shut 
a 1 made, willow plaited fence. 
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pegs on the neatly carved veranda posts hang 
clusters of sheep's feet. I supposed they were 
drying them for the bones, but I was told that 
they have not yet been used for food. It looks 
like close picking. I have not yet told you that 
the owner of this house is a rich man, as peas- 
ants go. He owns more than $4,000 worth of 
land. He is accounted among the rich men 
of Bela. 

The veranda leads into the kitchen, on each 
side of which is a room. They all look so 
clean and empty that one naturally wonders if 
they have not just been made ready to be oc- 
cupied. But the furniture is all there. In the 
front room are four big mats on the floor, a lit- 
tle table, and along the wall a row of pillows, 
each covered on one side with an embroidered 
woolen slip. The workmanship is not good and 
the colors poor. Along one of the walls are 
little colored hangings similar to pieces worn 
by the women as aprons. 

In the son's house, which stands at the upper 
end of the yard, there is some evidence of mod- 
ern life; there is a bedstead and a homemade 
couch, with good red cover, and some pillows, 
a clock, a mirror, and two chests. But no 
chairs or table. They eat from a low, broad 
topped stool, as do the Hindus, and sit on little 
three legged stools, not ten inches high. 


Tables Made as in Asia. 


These little tables have an interesting his- 
tory. They have been manufactured for hun- 
dreds of years by certain families in the Bal- 
kan mountains. They are fashioned from a 
single block of wood, turned in a lathe, which 
is driven by a little stream of water beating 
against the panels of a waterwheel not a foot 
in diameter. This device is of Asiatic origin 
and the stool-like table is known in the far 
east, 

This house, like the other, was as clean as 
a pin. Its windows were double and big. But, 
best of all, on the sill of one of them were 
three pots of thrifty geraniums. The women of 
the two houses showed in their faces the hard 
life which they lead. But their faces lighten 
up in conversation in a wonderful manner. 
They show no unusual meekness of spirit and, 
beyond the fact that they seem unduly respect- 
ful toward their male visitors, there is nothing 
to indicate that their position in society is not 
a high one. Their treatment, at any rate, is 
such as to enable them to preserve their self- 
respect. But this is not saying much. I doubt 
if a human society exists where the treatment 
of the woman is so mean as to cause her to 
appear to have lost her face. 

These women are hard workers and appar- 
ently are eternally doing somethigg. In every 
village I have visited there have been one or 
more public fountains, some with long, high 
faces of stone, beautifully cut and regularly 
laid, dating from Turkish times. Women are 
coming and going in a ceaseless string, cafry- 
ing water. By each fountain you will also see 
five, ten, or perhaps even twenty women wash- 
ing clothes in a long stone trough or in a 
long wooden breadpan. 

I have never seen women washing about the 
house. Nor have I ever seen anything which 
might be considered a washbasin or a cake of

N this season, when grease in various forms 
is essential to the preservation of good 
looks, it may be valuable to know how to 
combine cosmetic preparations. For in- 
stance, few are difficult to compound, but 

carelessness may cause failure with even the 
simplest. 

Too much attention cannot be given to reau.- 
ing white wax and spermaceti to the proper tem- 
perature. These form the basis of almost ail 
cold creams, and on their manipulation depends 
success. They are naturally hard and must be 
softened by warming slightly. If they become 
hot the chances are that they will not again 
harden to the desired consistency, as the fats 
will have passed through a chemical change. 
Also they must not come in contact with any 
metal except pure silver. Tin or iron affects 
them deleteriously. . ; 

In this process the proper method of softening 


is to break both wax and spermaceti into mail 


pieces about the same sise, so they will melt 
evenly. The bits are put into a china or glass 
vessel, which is set in hot water. This will heat 
the vessel, and the contents will seften grad- 
ually. 

When almond or other oll is to be added pour 
it into the mixture while the. vessel is still in 
the hot water. As soon as the oil has been added 
remove the cup from the heat, and beat in the 
other ingredients slowly with a silver fork. If 
the mixture shows signs of hardening before the 
cream is finished return the cup to the hot bath 
for several seconds. This may be repeated sev- 
eral times. All perfumed oils and essences are 
added last, lest heat lessen the odor.

Peroxide of hydrogen is a good antiseptic mouth 
wash and it also whitens yellow teeth. 
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DISCOURAGED: The coarse hairs that grow 
under the chin may be pulled out with a pair of 
small tweezers, just as soon as they can be taken 
hold of. In time this kills their roots and they 
stop altogether. Hair in moles should be plucked 
also; they are most disfiguring.

Aldermanic Committee’s De- 
lay Puzzles Iroquois Me- 
morial Society. 


WANTS TO KNOW RESULTS 


Association Official Points Out 
Investigating Tours Took 
Place in January. 


What has become of the committee of 
aldermen that started out to investigate the 
theaters? 

This is the question now puzzling members 
of the Iroquois Memorial association, whose 
caustic report on Dec. 30 last oflleged con- 
ditions in the theaters caused considerable 
excitement, and drew from Ald John H. 
Jones a set of resolutions urging the appoint- 
ment of a committee to make an Iimmedlate 
and thorough inquiry into all the downtown 
theaters. 

Mayor Busse appointed this committee at 
the first meeting of the council in January. 


Ald. Jones was named its chairman and he | 


promised an immediate investigation. 

It will be thorough, and the public soon 
shall know whether the theaters are safe or 
not, he said. 


Committee Active Short Time. 

It is recorded that the committee made two 
visits of ingpection, and, according to one 
of the members of the committee, about half 
of the showhouses in the downtown district 
were visited. 

These tours took place in January, but 
since them, from all indications, the commit- 
tee has allowed itself to be forgotten—that 
is, by all except the Iroquois Memerial asso- 
ciation. 

We did not expect much from this com- 
mittee when it was appointed. said Mrs. 
Maud Jackson, who presided at the meeting 
last December when the criticism was made 
on the theaters. ‘“‘ But since it was appointed 
and promised much, according to its chalr- 
man, we thought we would like to know 
what they found. 

After our meeting last December many 
of us in the association made a trip to some 
of the theaters. We knew what the condi- 
tions were, because we had private detectives 
to find out for us. But we waited to see for 
ourselves. They were just as we were told, 


Theaters Warned by Publication. 

“That was the same night we met, mind 
you. Well, the next morning, when that re- 
port of our meeting came out in THE TRIB- 
UN®, every theater in town had cleaned up 
and made things as proper as it could. So 
when the proper city officials got around to 
investigate, of course there weren't so many 
things wrong with the theaters. 

But I for one, and I know the other mem- 
bers of the association, would like to know, 
too, what has gecome of this committee. It 
is a shame that we have heard nothing from 
it before this. Probably the committee, hav- 
ing taken two and a half months todo the 
work, is doing a most thorough job of it—

One of the pledges of the Republican 
national platform was that no injunction 
or temporary restraining order should be 
issued without notice except to avert irrep- 
arable injury, and that if one were grant 
ed there should be a speedy hearing. This 
was not satisfactory to Mr. Gompers, who 
betook himself to Denver and the Demo- 
cratic convention, where he got a pledge 
more to his taste. The voters, by defeat- 
ing the Democratic nominees, indicated 
that the Democratic pledge was not to 


their taste. 
A bill to carry out the Republican prom- 


representatives. It sanctions the issue of 
restraining orders without notice to pre- 
vent irreparable injury, but provides that 
every such. order shall expire within seven 
days after service shall have been made 
on the defendant or notice given him. 

As President Taft says, this bill does 
not meet the views of the extremists on 
either side. It does not go far enough to 
suit the labor leaders, who do not want 
injunctions of any kind in industria] dis- 
putes. Those employers who, when they 
have a controversy with their employés 
or apprehend one, would like to dash off 
to a judge, get a restraining order on the 
plea of irreparable injury, and ‘have the 
order remain in force for weeks with no 
opportunity for the défendant to be heard, 
are even more active in their opposition 
than the labor men. The American Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers has maligned and 
misrepresented this bill in a circular which 
has been sent broadcast. It pretends that 
the bill would do irreparable injury to the 
manufacturing interests of the country, 


The unspoken objection of the manufac- 


turers, in the opinion of thé draftsman of 
the bill, is that if it were the law it 
would impose on the man who had se- 
eured a restraining order “the necessity 
for action. He could not hold his ad- 
versary helpless and without a hearing 
for an indefinite time.” 

There could be no bettet proof of the 
soundness of the proposed legislation in 
regard to injunctions than the fact that 
all the extremists attack it. It is em- 
phatically a middle of the road measure, 
and that is the safest part of the legis- 
lative road to travel in. 


ANOTHER AMERICAN INVASION. 
When America took to the bicycle a 
few years ago, ran the fad to death, and 
then left the machine for those who were 
sensible enough to use it in moderation 
for real recreation, the English laughed 
at us and said that we had overdone it 
as we overdid everythihg else. But now 
the laugh is on them. A year or two ago 
an American, of course, ihtroduced the 
roller skate into England. All England 
has gone rink mad. Millions of pounds 
have been invested in rinks and skate 
factories. All over London and the other 
cities, in every small town, and even in 
the country districts, it is skate all day 
and skate all night. |

The thesis we recently tried to estab- 
lish upon the connection between gambling 
and art receives further confirmation in 
the will of Jim“ Scott, a gambler, who 
died in Detroit. The testdment offers

A PALLIATIVE FOR TAX RUSHES. 
The city collector's chief clerk says 
“people will not pay their taxes until the 
last minute.” That is a truism. The rich 
hold back to save the interest on their 


money. Of the poor many hold back be- 


cause they cannot rake and scrape the 
money until the last minute. But when 
the inevitable hour comes the rich can 
mail their checks to the collector, while 
the poor have to journey to his office, 
cash in hand. If it be the man of the 
house who goes, his trip may cost him a 
day’s wages. If it be the woman of the 
family she has to be away from home a 
good part of the day. 

It may be taken for granted that in

guages, to pay early and avoid the rush, 
there will be annual rushes at the office 
of the city collector and the county treas- 
urer.

In this imperfect world special assess- 
ments will continue to dog the heels of 
the lot owner and taxes will come along 
with provoking punctuality. As taxpay- 
ers are not perfect, there are bound to be 
many who will wait till the last moment. 
Scold them if you choose, but at the 
same time do everything possible to help 


them. 


VIRGINIA AND THE INCOME TAX. 

Behold another illustration of that con- 
temptuous disregard of a party’s creed, 
solemnly proclaimed in its platform, of 
which Mr. Bryan had much to say last 
year. The Democratic national platform 
of 1908 reads: 


We favor an income tax as part of our revenue 
system, and we urge the submission of a constitu- 
tional amendment specifically authorizing congress 
to levy and collect a tax upon individual and cor- 
porate incomes, to the end that wealth may bear 
its proportionate share of the burdens of the fed- 
eral government. 


One would imagine that all the Demo- 
cratic members of a state legislature 
would consider themselves bound to vote 
for an income tax amendment when one 
came before them. The Democrats in 
the Virginia legislature do not. There 
are in the Virginia house of delegates 
eighty-six Democrats and fourteen Re- 
publicans, yet it refused to ratify the 
constitutional amendment 80 expressly in- 
dorsed by the Denver platform. The vote 
was: Yeas, 37; nays, 54. If Mr. Bryan 
were not in South America he probably 
would visit Richmond and reproach the 
recreant delegates. 

The main reason for the rejection 
seems to have been that Virginia is in 
the income tax business itself in a small 
way and does not wish to admit the 
United States to partnership. There is a 
fear that the federal government would 
become the predominant partner and 
would not leave much for the state. This 
feeling may influence two or three other 
states which have experimented with the 
income tax to a limited extent. Massa- 
ebusetts is one of them. 

As the poll now stands four states have 
ratified the amendment and one has te- 
fused to do 80, in flat defiance of a plat- 
form its legislators should have respected. 


SOOTHING THE SAVAGE COURT.

Its power 
never has waned. It is a power which in social mat- 
ters is superior to that of royalty, since there afe 
plenty of people who have cut quite a figure at court, 
but who never could satisfy the requirements of the 
Amaranth society.

It is as autocratic as Almacks, which during the 
regency of George IV. compelled the duke of Welling- 
ton, a couple of years after his victory at Waterloo, 
to withdraw from one of its entertainments because 
he was not arrayed in the regulation dress decreed 
by the patronesses. The Amaranth society gives @ 
grand ball each winter, at which the badges of the 
society are presented to the newly elected members 
with old time ceremony: and election to the Order of 
the Amaranth and invitation to its annual ball mean 
much more to a maiden of the Swedish aristocracy, 
titled or untitled, than presentation at court. 

The Swedish aristocracy, which, while indifferent 
to titles, attaches the utmost importance to name, 
lineage, and purity of descent, and which comprises 
in its ranks representatives of some of the grandest 
houses of England, Scotland, northern Germany, and 
Holland, whose ancestors fought under King Gustavus 
Adolphus, and afterwards settled in Sweden, is much 
attached to its traditions, and so exclusive that it 
turned a cold shoulder to the reigning house of 
Bernadotte until some time after the accession of 
the late King Oscar to the throne. Much as it likes 
and respects King Gustav, its hopes and affections 
may be said to be centered in the crown prince, who 
is the first member of his dynasty to have in his veins 
the blood of the old and historic Swedish sovereign 
house of Vasa. 

— 

Young Prince Otto Bismarck, third of his line, 
grandson and heir of Germany's great chancellor, 
always has been extremely delicate, and seems 
destined to remain an invalid throughout his life. At 
the inauguration of the splendid memorial to his 
grandfather in southern Germany a couple of years 
ago the ceremony was interrupted for a few moments 
through his falling to the ground in a fit, the result 
of excitement and of an overwrought nervous system: 
and early last year a fall from his pony resulted in 
such lasting injury to his kidneys that he is now 
about to undergo an operation in Berlin, from which 
he may not recover. 

His younger brother, Count Gottfried Bismarck, now 
9 years of age, is, however, a sturdy boy, and will, in 
the event of Otto’s death, succeed him as fourth 
Prince Bismarck; the dukedom of Lauenburg, bestowed 
by the emperor upon the chancellor at the time of his 
retirement, having lapsed with his death owing to 
his own refusal and that of his son and successor, 
Herbert, to make any use thereof or to take the 
necessary steps for its registration. 

~~ 

When the princely and ducal house of Thurn and 
Taxis surrendered to the present German empire, the 
monopoly of postal service which it had enjoyed in 
the days of the holy Roman empire throughout Ger- 
many, the monopoly afterward in the nineteenth cen- 
tury being restricted to the kingdom of Bavaria. the 
chief of the family, retained the title of hereditary post- 
master general of the kingdom, and the most exten- 
sive franking privileges were left to him. These have 
proved so onerous to the Bavarian government and 
a source of so much trouble that a bill has now been 
submitted by the cabinet to the Bavarian parliament 
for the purchase of the rights of postal franchise 
from the prince at a cost of $106,000. j 

In order to understand this action on the part of the 
Bavarian government it is necessary to explain that 
the prince has greatly abused his franking privilege, 
having caused the whole of the building material re- 
quired for the construction of a chateau he erected not 
long ago to be sent by mall—that is to say, at the 
expense of the postal department, by rail and by 
road, from nearly one end of the kingdom to the other. 

Prince Albert, the head of the house, is a nephew 
of the late empress of Austria, his mother having 
been the latter’s elder sister. He is a distant cousin 
of that Prince Victor of Thurn and Taxis who, after 
a sensational career in the United States, now is en- 
gaging the attention of the Parisian tribunals. 

— 

Among the many romances and tragedies of the 
house of Thurn and Taxis, one of the most extraor- 
dinary is that of its chief, who toward the end of the 
eighteenth century, finding that his wife, a member 
of the now reigning family of Italy, had been faith- 
less to her marriage vows, caused her to be decapi- 
tated privately at his palace of Ludwiglust by the 
public executioner of Strasburg. The headsman was 
summoned one night by a couple of gentlemen in 
waiting of the prince, and told to bring the heavy 
sword with which he was accustamed to behead male- 
factors. Having been promised a large fee for his 
services, he went with the two\officers and their 
escort. 

On reaching his destination he was conducted into 
the great hall of the castle, where stood a scaffold 
hung with black cloth, and in the middle of it a low 
backed chair. Soon afterward the princess was led in, 
dressed in deep mourning. She was seated, and her 
attendants proceeded to bind her to the chair. When 
this was accomplished, her husband gave a sign and 
the executioner swung his great sword. 

Those who wish for a more complete description of 
this tragic incident will find it 
Thackeray, who makes his hero, Barry Lynden. tell 
the story as he claims to have received it from the 
woman’s husband.

Points Out Sanitary Benefit. 

“Tp reporting upon this matter to the gov- 
ernment, I gave full weight to the objections 
that had been raised against the lowering of 
the lake levels. I believe the injury that 
would be suffered by the genera! shipping in- 
terests at other lake ports on this account 
would be more than offset by the benefits that 
would come to the people of Chicago through 
the turning back of the sewage that now 
empties into the lake. 

“The reversal of the flow of the Chicago 
river has diverted a greater part of the city 
sewage from the lake, and by thus keeping 
the drinking water more nearly pure has pre- 
vented disease and death and helped to make 
Chicago a healthful place of residence. 

“ As matters now stand, the sanitary dis- 
trict is permitted totake not more than 4,167 
cubie feet of water per second from the lake, 
and most of this is sent through the Chicago 
river. The district has a main canal with a 
capacity of 14,000 cubic feet per second. It 
ig @ north drainage channel 
which will tap the lake at Winnetka. 


Greater Flow Is Needed. 

“In the event that the government would 
permit it to take a tota! of 10,000 cubic feet 
of water per second from the lake, the dis- 
trict purposed to turn 2.000 cubic feet of wa- 
ter into the north channel, 2,000 cubic feet 
into the Calumet river, and add 1,000 cubic 
—— to the present intake of the Chicago 

er. 

A only 2,000 cubic feet of water per second 
were taken into the Calumet river, it would 
reverse the flow of the river only during cer- 
tain portions of the Year. During the rainy 
Seasons the flow of the Calumet into Lake 
Michigan is in excess of 2,000 cubic feet per 
second; 80, during such seasons, the sewage 
would be carried into the lake in spite of the 
2000 cubic feet of lake water which in theory 
would be running into the river every second. 

“The original intent of the sanitary dis- 
trict was to take 4,000 cubic feet of lake wa- 
ter per second into the Calumet, and to in- 
Grease the flow into the Chicago river to 
10,000 cubi¢ feet per second. It was reported 
by government engineers and by the interna- 
tional waterways commission that the taking 
of 14,000 cubic feet of water per second from 
the lake would lower the lake level eight and 
one-half inches.

MILK WEN HAVE SALES AGENCY 


New Concern Formed to Enforce 
Recently Announced Price List. 


WILL BE INCORPORATED. 


Producers Prepare in Fear of War 
with the Dealers. 


Incorporation papers for a new concern 
formed: by the Milk Prouucers’ association 
to aid it in maintaining the scale of prices 
it recently announced will be filed in Spring- 
field today. The concern is known as the 
Milk Producers’ Sales Agency and is to sup- 
ply independent dealers in Chicago.. 

Incorporation of the agency was decided 
at a meeting of the association yesterday. 
All the stock, it is announced, was sub- 
scribed. 

“This sales agency, while it will be a 
factor in the Chicago milk trade, is not 
necessarily a hostile demonstration against 
the bottlers,’’ said J. P. Grier, secretary of 
the producers’ association, after the: meeting. 
“If they give us a square deal it will not 
be necessary for us to conduct the agency in 
a manner detrimental! to their business. 

“We are getting ready for eventualities 
and are mobilizing along the enemy’s frontier 
so as not to be caught unprepared.’ 

Meetings of the Milk Producers association 
have been held throughout the dairy district 
which supplies Chicago daily during the last 
fortnight. ; 

A meeting will be held today at St, Charles, 
III., in the cheese factory which is the pro- 
ducers’ citadel at that point. This factory 
is one of a chain of creameries and cheese 
factories which have been obtained by the 
producers in readiness for the expected 
price war. 

At the request of numerous dairymen the 
prices submitted by the producers for the 
summer months are here published. The 
schedule is: 

April, $1.50 per hundred pounds; May, $1.25; 
June, $1.10; July, $1.40; August, $1.50; and 


September, $1.50.

NEPHEW SOLE LEGATEE. 


C. B. Harris Intimates Aged 
Uncle Died of Alcoholism; 
Await Chemica] Analysis. 


Residents of Manchester, Ia., heard for the 
first time yesterday through THs TRIBUNE 
that a secret investigation into the cause 
of the death of George Sheldon, a wealthy 
farmer of that town, was being made. 

It developed that the investigation being 
conducted by relatives of the dead man who 
believe he died from poison is also spon- 
sored by County Attorney Cloud of Manches- 
ter, and that the secret exhumation of the 
body in Aurora, III., last Friday was with his 
consent and advice. 

Further details of Sheldon’s death and the 
circumstances following were learned. A 
number of relatives, dissatisfied with his will, 
by which he left all his property, consisting 
of farms in Iowa, Kansas, and Nebraska, to 
C. B. Harris, a nephew, have filed a protest 
to the probating of the testament and 
threaten legal action to break it. 


Say His Mind Was Not Clear. 


These relatives are headed by Mrs. Emma 
A. Rhutasel, a sister of Sheldon. and her 
husband, F. N. Rhutasel of Chapin, Ia., who 
were present with Coroner Eugene Norton of 
Dundee, III., when the body was exhumed. 
They declare that Sheldon had not the mental 
capacity to make a will. They also point out 
as suspicious circumstances that no physi- 
Clan was called at the time of Sheldon’s last 
illness in December. that no coroner’s in- 
quest was held, and that the body was hur- 
ee to 1 III., for burial.

believed he died of alcoholism. 


Attributes Death to Drink. 

According to Harris, Sheldon was under 
the influence of liquor the night before hie 
death and took a jug of whisky to bed with 
him. The nephew said he found his uncle 
dead when he went to call him at 5 o'clock 
in the morning. 

The physician who was called in said that 
Sheldon had for some time suffered from a 
leakage of the heart caused from intemper- 
ance and this had caused the sudden death. 

Coroner Norton said last evening that the 
showing made by the relatives made it plain 
to him that there appeared ta be good cause 
for an investigation.

“Three-quarter” Stamp Put on 
12 O. and 3 Lb. Loaves. 


GENERAL ORDER SENT OUT. 


Bakers Plan to Nullify Effect of Full 
Weight’’ Law. 


Chicago bakers, members of the Master 
Bakers’ association, are selling loaves of 
bread weighing from twelve ounces to three 
pounds and over labeled “ three-quarter 
pound.” The large loaves carry the same 
label as the smaller ones. 

Mathias Schmidinger, president of the as- 
sociation, has sent out letters to all of the 
members, asking them to adopt this plan of 
mislabeling their bread. His request has 
met with a general compliance. 

The purpose of labeling bread weighing over 
three-quarters of a pound, Mr Schmidinger 
explained, is to nullify the effect of the 
“full weight bread ordinance, recently 
declared constitutional by the Supreme court 
of Illinois. ö 

The city sealer cannot make our prices 
for us, said Mr. Schmidinger. The cost 
of materials has gone up so rapidly that 
members of the association were on the point 
of raising the price of bread to 6 cents. 


Nickel Is a Convenient Price. 

Because a nickel is a convenient price, it 
was thought best to keep the price the same 
and reduce the size of the loaf from a pound 
to about fourteen ounces, 

“This has been the standard weight for 
several years. Then Mr. Kjellander hae an 
ordinance passed compelling us to label our 
loaves as halves, three-quarters, two, and 
three pounds. Many decided that if they had 
to put a three-quarter pound label on their 
5 cent loaves, they might as well reduce 
the size of the loaf to twelve ounces. This 
they have done. The public, consequently, 
gets two ounces less than before the ordi- 
nance became a law. 

Other bakers are continuing to sell the 
fourteen ounce loaves for 5 cents, but place 
the three-quarter pound label on them. The 
same label goes on full pound and all larger 
loaves, selling for prices above 5 cents. 


Can’t Tell How Much Over 12 Ounces. 

While purchasers can tell by the label 
that they are getting twelve ounces or over, 
they don’t know how much over. 

The ordinance amounts to clase legisia- 
tion, and we are taking the matter to the 
United States Supreme court, convinced that 
it will be declared unconstitutional. The 
ordinance favors bakers of outside cities. A 
large amount of bread is shipped to Chicago

everything possible done to increase the 
cultivable areas. One million acres are to be 
reclaimed as fast as expert engineers can do 
the work. The engineers are following the 
example set by the people of Holland when 
they drove back the sea and established fer- 
tile farms where there was nothing but a 
waste of water only a few years ago. 

The engineers are dividing the swamp into 
polders of 5,000 acres each. Polder is a 
Dutch word and signifies a drainage district 
surrounded by levees so that it can be 
pumped out. Small ditches are dug and these 
empty into canals. These canals carry on 
the ‘suggestion of Holland, as they furnish 
cheap.water transportation either to the rail- 
road 
going ships can be loaded. A completed por- 
tion of the intercostal canal crosses partofthe 
land. Some day this canal is to be extended 
so that it will furnish an inland waterway 
all around the Gulf of Mexico, across Florida 
and up the Atlantic coast. Boats of light 
draft, about the size of the lighters in the 
Chicago river, can go easily from one part 
of the big tract to another. 


Wet Prairies, Not Swamps. 

According to Mr. Wisner, it is incorrect to 
use the word swamp in connection with these 
lands, as he says they should be called wet 
prairies. When first reclaimed the soil is 
brown and is filled with small roots which 
decay and supply the matter needed by other 
vegetation. According to state authorities 
some of this soll contains as much nitrogen 
as is to be found in barnyard manure. Its 
richness is evident at a glance. When culti- 
vated it becomes darker, and finally Almost 
black. At first it is spongy, but it becomes 
firmer in time. It js easy to work at all 
times. There is no tough sod to break and 
the plow moves aiong easily the first time 
it is put on the land. 

About 5,000 acres of the wet land near New 
Orleans have been reclaimed and a visit to 
the farms established there shows what can 
be accomplished. The visitor usually crosses 
the Bayou Lafourche, where he can see farms, 
on slightly higher ground, that have been 
cultivated for a century or more. Before 
the advent of those engaged in the present 
work the residents of the vicinity had estab- 
lished a dead line back of the narrow culti- 
vated strip along the bayou and declared 
that nothing would grow beydnd a ¢ertain 
distance. Mr. Wisner said that the soil be- 
yoni the dead line would be the same as 
that within it, only it had not been built up 
as high. His idea was combated even by men 
who posed as scientific authorities, but their 
mistake is now evident to all, for the crops 
can be seen on the ground. 

Sugar cane is one of the most profitable 
crops grown on the new farms, and is one of 
the easiest to care for. It is planted only 
once in three years and only a little plowing 
and cultivation is necessary. Not an ounce 
of fertilizer is used. It is said that the per- 
centage of saccharine matter is not as high 
at first as on older ground, but the amount 
of cane is so much larger that the difference

Market Gardening Is Best. 


The largest profits, it is believed, will be 
made by those who stick to market gardening 
on tracts that are within easy reach of the 
markets. Novelties are being tried by some 
of the settlers and more are likely to be 
attempted in the future. One farmer has a 
field of peppermint from which he has obtain- 
‘ed large returns. As the yield of every crop 
is generous and as something can be grown 
every month ofthe year the settler hasample 
‘opportunity to market his produce at the 
times when the best prices are to be had. The 
older inhabitants have kept their own tables 
supplied with vegetables during the winter, 
but it has not occurred to many of them, 
until recently, to do such work on a com- 
mercial basis. The earlier inhabitants, how- 
ever, are learning rapidly from the example 
of the more enterprising settlers. 

In places where roads are needed they are 
being constructed on shells, which are found 
in enormous quantities not far away. A shell 
road is smooth and has a surface equal toa 
macadamized boulevard. Many of the farms 
have canals alongside of the levee, which 
serves asa fence; Consequently boats often 
are found to be cheaper than wagons. 

The climate throughout this regton is that 
of the: sub-tropics. The. summers are long 
and are hot enough to favor the .strong 
growth of vegetation. The Gulf of Mexico has 
a’ beneficial effect on account of the cog) 
breezes that come during the heat of the day. 
October and November are the dry months, 
the majority of the rains coming during June, 
July, and August. This distribution is favor- 
able for the majority of the crops, especially 
sugar cane and rice. It is easy for the truck 
farmer to obtain three crops in a year. Dec. 
7 is the average date for à killing frost in 
the fall and Feb. 14 in the early season.

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City Plans Narrower Pave- 
ment and Wider Grass Strips 
on South Wabash Avenue. 


RESIDENTS ARE AROUSED. 


Board of Local Improvements 
Asserts Big Paving Bills 
Will Be Saved. 


Wide streets and narrow grass strips, or 
narrow streets and wide grass plots—which? 

Resolutions protesting agalnst the pro- 
posed narrowing of Wabash: avenue were 
adopted by nearly 800 property owners, who 
met at St. Elizabeth's hall, Forty and 
State streets, yesterday afte ~ Acom- 
mittee of 100 will visit the board of local 
provements tomorrow afternoon to protest 
against the narrowing of the street. 

In @ sense, this dispute is a “ test case,” 
since the situation is typical! of others all over 
the city. Under the leadership of the board 
of local improvements there is a general 
, tendency to narrow streets, partly to lighten 
heavy paving bille by special assessment, 
partly to avoid heavy bills for maintenance 
and cleaning, which fall upon the city. 


Opposes Plan to Narrow Street. 

J. W. Dowd, secretary of the Muskogee 
Refining company at 4326 Wabash avenue, 
led the attack on the plan to narrow Wabash 
avenue, between the streets above named, to 
thirty-four feet from the present fifty feet 
between curbing. 

We have a six foot sidewalk on both sides 
of Wabash avenue,” said Mr. Dowd, “ witha 
twenty foot lawn space between the sidewalk 
and the curb, more lawn space, perhaps, than 
95 per cent of the streets of the entire city, 
and yet our board of local improvements rec- 
ommends that seven feet more be added to 
each side and that the street be narrowed 
from fifty to thirty-four feet. f 

It would not be unreasonable if they were 
to make a recommendation that the street 
be widened to sixty feet, because, in this day 
of high speed and motoring, all our roadbeds 
are too narrow from the standpoint of public 
safety. Then again, there is nothing that 
looks so cramped and crowded @s a narrow 
roadbed. 

What is the motive of the board of local 

Improvements in making such a recommenda- 

tion? I am told that they have already in- 
formed some of the property owners on this 
street that the city owns the street, and, be- 
ing the owner, it can do just as it pleases, re- 
gardless of what any one or more property 
owners think. 

As a large property owner, I condemn the 
narrowing: of all streets, and especially Wa- 
bash avenue, where there is no excuse for 
it. Surely there must be a motive behind 
the recommendation, and this motive is not 
for the benefit of the property owners.” 


Says Streets Are Too Wide. 


Mr. Dowd’s criticism was answered by 
President A. F. Keeney and Secretary 
Charles A. V. Standish of the board of local 
improvements. 

„Our motive is sound,” said President 
Keeney, and I think Mr Dowd will take a 
different position when he has heard the 
arguments. Chicago’s streets are gener- 
ally too wide outside of the traffic district. 
Thirty feet from curb to curb is sufficient 
for all ordinary use. A wider street entails 
unnecessary cost upon the city and upon 
abutting property owners, who must stand 
the expense of repaving. 

„In eastern cities thirty feet is now con- 
sidered ample and even eighteén feet is 
favored by some. Chicago has been profil- 
gate with its special assessments.“ 

“The idea in the city’s favoring a traffic 
width of thirty or evén twenty-six feet,” 
said Secretary Standish, is tn the interest 
of beattification by givin® more width for 
grass plots and trees. Reduction of the 
fifty feet of width.to thiry-four feet or less 
will be the salvation of Wabash avenue. 


City Unable to Stand Expense. 

„Owners of abutting property do not real- 
ize that no part of the street is being taken 
away, but that grass and trees will replace 
asphalt. The city is unable to stand the 
enormous expense of maintaining and clean- 
ing unnecessarily wide streets. Also by nar- 
rowing the new paving, Mr. Dowd and other 
property owners will escape a special as- 
sessment of about $50 a lot of twenty-five 
feet. 

In the Twenty-seventh and Eighth wards 
there are miles of streets where the property 
owners want a paving width of only twenty- 
six or twenty-eight feet. In Fifty-sixth 
street to Jackson park the University of 
Chicago wants a width of twenty-eight feet

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Early Reports Are Unreliable. 


Early season reports on the condition and 
outlook for winter wheat are almost with- 


out exception worthless for any practical 


purpose of comparison. As the basis for 
stimulating buying orders on premature crop 
scares they are usually efficacious fora time, 
but harvest time usually proves them so wide 
of the mark that only traders with short 
memories place any reliance on them. With 
a week or so of growing weather fields that 
were reported absolutely dead are now begin- 
ning to show life, and many sections that 
were sending in the worst reports early now 
are sending in accounts directly the reverse. 


General News Is Bearish. 

Outside of the crop news the bulls have had 
little advantage in the way of news. The 
cash market has been weak, primary re- 
ceipts continue large compared to a year 
ago, northwest stocks showed an increase of 
1,426,000 bu last week, and the foreign news 
was certainly bearish from every view point. 
Stocks abroad and affoat are increasing 
steadily; and on March 1 were about 16,000,- 
000. bu larger than for the same time a year 
ago. Foreign markets are dull and listless, 
and crop advices are generally of a favorable 
character. Liverpool showed a little firm- 
ness recently, but prices are so far out of Line 
that export business is hopeless at anywhere 
near current prices. Heavy shipments from 
the southern hemisphere are expected to con- 
tinue, Russian stocks are large, and no de 


crease in offerings is expected in that direc- 


tion, and India promises to be a factor in the 
world’s situation, as the crop is estimated to 
be larger than a year ago. With these con- 
ditions it remains to be seen whether the 
cash demand for domestic account wil be 
sufficiently urgent to keep up prices. 


Cash Market Is Listless. 

The listless state of the cash market at 
Chicago recently has been more the result 
of lack of demand than of any large offer- 
ings. Supplies are not heavy and cash men 
believe that by May the greater part of the 
No. 1 northern wheat will have been worked 
off to millers, leaving the shorts with only the 
No. 2 hard, of which the stock is compara- 
tively light, to apply on contracis. With any 
improvement in the demand from the mills 
premiums would quickly harden again. For 
some time they have been inclined to drag 
and about the only demand has been from the 
elevator people, who have been buying the 
No. 2 and No. 3 hard winter wheat offerings 
for mixing purposes. Recently, too, the ele- 
vator people have been too busy with corn to 
make much of an effort to-do anything with 
wheat. With the small stock of wheat here 
available for application on May contracts 
it can be seen easily how a congested market 
could result with any increase in the outside 
milling demand. 


Export Outlook Is Poor. 

Many traders would like to see the July 
price get down to a level where it would be 
possible to do a lively export business for 
July, August, September, and October ship- 
ment, but it is feared that values wil? be kept 
up on e basis that will cause foreigners to 
hold off, as neither the united kingdom nor 
the continent is in such urgent need of wheat 
to tide over the summer months as they were 
the last two or three years. The government 
report showing reserves of only 173,000,000 
bu was a disappointment to the bears, al- 
though stocks were about 30,000,000 bu more 
than a year ago. 


Better Tone in Gorn. 


Shorts have covered on a large scale in corn 
and there has been an absence of the ag- 
gressive selling pressure which caused 
such weak markets previous. Final prices 
for the week were l%c to 1%@1%c up. 
Receipts were much lighter at Chicago and at 
primary points, and there also is strength 
in wheat to help the bulls. The country was 
a moderate buyer of corn, and appeared dis- 
posed to buy on the soft spots. Local pro- 
fessionals continued to be bearish in the 
extreme, but did not have the same success 
in depressing values. The high price of 
hogs was used as an argument by hoth the 
bulls and the bears. The former claimed 
that the high prices for all kinds of stock 
meant increased feeding requirements, while 
the bears maintained that the high prices 
reflected the shortage in supplies which 
would necessitate smalier consumption. The 
cash demand was a little better, but there is 
not much heavy buying as yet. Not so much 
concern is felt in regard to the kecping qual- 
ity of the corn, and buyers are not being de- 
terred on that account. 


Stocks Everywhere Are Large. 
Stocks here in public and private houses 
are close to 12,000,000 bu, with considerable 
more on track end in transit, while other 
points heve large stocks. The visible is in-
